Ground is expected 
to be broken sometime in the 
Fall of 1970 with project com-

The new office will be the ad- 
ministrative focal point for all 
field operations in the northern 
half of the lower Peninsula, (Re- 
gion II) which has district of- 
fices in Gaylord, Cadillac, Glad- 
win and Mio.

Yoder said the new headquar- 
ters means a stronger, more ef- 
fective regional Department and 
better service to the people of 
Michigan in the management of 
their natural resources.

« Economist Peter Drucker once wrote, ‘The 
moment government undertakes anything

firmation of Mr. Drucker’s thesis can be seen in 
the steady expansion of government programs that 
cost the taxpayers untold billions of dollars. 

One of these programs, known as, “aid to fed- 
erally impacted areas” is the subject of a reveal- 
ing article in The Reader’s Digest by the Digest’s 
Washington Editor, Kenneth O. Gilmore. Mr. Gil- 
more reports that Presidents Kennedy, Johnson 
and Nixon have sought to stop the outflow from 
this particular pork barrel. According to Mr. Gil- 
more, it is a device by which vote-seeking politi- 
cians can practically guarantee themselves votes. 
This particular federal spending program was con- 
ceived in 1950 as an emergency measure to help 
local school districts that were being inundated by 
large numbers of “federal” school children — chil- 
dren whose parents worked at government instal- 
lations. Mr. Gilmore finds that the program which 
began with a modest $30 million outlay has soared 
to more than a half billion dollar annual subsidy 
to 4,500 school districts across the nation. Today, 
although only 2.8 million children are actually 
“federally connected,” half of the nation’s 45 mil- 
lion public-school pupils attend schools now receiv- 
ing impact aid.

Forexample, notes Dr. Leche- 
wich, a cook should never place 
boiled chicken giblets on an un- 
washed cutting board previously 
used to cut up uncooked chicken. 
“When someone puts cooked] # 
food on the contaminated cutting} . f 
board the cooked food can easily 
become contaminated,” warns 
Dr. Lechowich. “If it is eaten 
right away, it probably would 
do no harm, but when it is slow- 
ly or insufficiently heated or sits 
around several iours, those bac- 
teria grow and multiply.” 

To avoid food poisoning, food]. 
handlers should: 

—Keep everything clean. 
—Keep the temperature of 
vulnerable foods out. of the tem- 
perature ranges at which bac- 
teria thrive. (Foods should be] 
kept below 45 degrees F. or 
above 145 degrees F. Leftovers 
should be refrigerated promptly 
and reheated thoroughly.) 

“Remember, large volumes of 
food are more difficult to keep 
at safe temperatures,” says the 
MSU food scientist. ‘Divide the 
Pape inte portions small enough 

to control the temperature of all 
Parts of the food.”

If memory serves, 1 seem to recall that one of 
the big advantages cited in favor of adoption of. 
Michigan's new i963 state constitution was that it 
would make our state elections simple and less 
complicated, and therefore, help the voters to 
make more rational decisions. 

But a look at the general election baliots to be 
submitted to voters in just a few weeks on Nov. 3 
indicates the new Constitution may deserve an A 
for attempt, but also an E for effect. . 

Simplified elections in Michigan this year? No 
way, man! ; 


The 1965 coitiiuiion did indeed make severai 
eiection changes. For example, we no longer can 
elect a governor of one party and a lieutenant 
governor of the other party because you now must 
vote for the team in tandem; score one for reform. 

And the offices of auditor general and state 
treasurer—largely administrative rather than 

af the

hands of the voters and now are filled by 
appointment; score two for reform. 


And the governor’s office and other full-time 
statewide posts were given four-year terms, and 
they are filled in non-presidential years so that the 
national race will not directly effect these 
statewide races; that mekes three up for the new 
constitution. . 

But we still have a bedsheet ballot. We still have 
non-sensical methods of picking our supreme court 
justices (partisan nomination, non-partisan 
election). We stilt have a smorgasbord of statewide 
educational positions—eight at the Nov. 3 
election—te be filled by partizen election: : 


county:shows we have five parties with nominees 
for governor. Most of us have heard of Sander 
Levin, the Democratic candidate, and William G. 
Milliken, the Repub 

But how about James L. McCormick, George 
Bouse and James C. Horvath? They're aii 
candidates for governor, too, on the American 
Independent Party, Socialist Workers Party, and

Senator, Representative in State Legislature, two 
members of the State Board of Education, two 
members of the Roard of Regents of University of 
Michigan, two members of the Board of Trustees 
of Michigan State University, two members of the 
Board of Governors of Wayne State University 
Whew! 

But that’s not all. On the county level, we also 


have County Commissioner. If you live in a 


township, as { do, you have all the iowustip 5 


officers, too, including constable. 


But that’s stil] not all. On separate non-partisan 4 


ballots, you must choose two members of the 
Michigan Supreme Court, plus one member ot the 
State Court of Appeals. in various districts, therg 
also are non-partisan elections either to fil 
vacancies or to fill newly-created judicial positions 
such as circuit judge, district judge, probate judge. 

But that’s still not all. Statewide, there will be 
three separate substantive issues to be 
decided—two constitutional amendmenis and ove 
statewide general obligation bond issue. 

The constitutional amendmenis involve yes or 
no in public funds being used for private schools 
(the so-called parochiaid amendment), and’ 
lowering the voting age to 18 (an idea which lost 
soundly four years ago). 

The bonding plan would authorize $100 million « 
in general ‘obligation state bonds for constructior: 
cf low income housing. There also'was a lot 0 @ 
pre-election maneuvering on a statewid 
referendum for daylight savings time, but that one 
did not make the ballot this time. 


Now, in addition to all this, various local units 
of governmeni—cities, townships, counties—will 
have various local issues on the ballot. In my home 
county of Exton, for exampie, we will vote on 
fixed millage allocation, and on membership in a 
tri-county airport authority. 

Now, I don’t mean to frighten the 
conscientious pariicipanis in ihe decision-making 
process among my readers—but you only have 
three or four weeks feft to bone up on all the 
candidates, all the policies, all the platforms, all 
the qualifications, all the issues, all the proposals,
